Dear Mr. McLeod: 

Clearances have been received for the release of 14 of the 
retraining 16 Current Intelligence articles on the Guatemalan 
Revolution of June 1954. The Department of State has made the 
determination that two articles must remain classified. These 
are Item 7 of the 4 June 1954 Current Intelligence Bulletin 
and Item 6 of the 13 June 1954 Current Intelligence Bulletin. 
Exemption from declassification Is based on 5B(1) of Executive 
Order 11652. Their release at this time Is denied. You are 
advised of your right to demand a further review of the request 
for the above articles under regulation of the Department of 
State, 22 C.F.R. 6.5(c), a copy of which is attached. 

The fees for reproducing these documents, based on a rate 
of 104 per page, amount to $3.30. Your remittance should be by 
check or postal money order and should be payable to the Treasurer 
of the United States. The documents will be forwarded to you 
upon receipt of payment. As was the case with the documents 
released previously, very minor deletions have been made to avoid 
revealing Intelligence sources and methods. Declassification 
would have been Impossible had this not been done.

(a) Rxecp as provided In I 6.9. au- 
thority Is hereby delegated to the Chief. 
Records Services Division, to furnish 
copies of rec/Tds to any person entitled 
thereto pur uant to these regulations, 
and upon xquest to provide certified 
copies therof in accordance with Part 
131 of this copter. 

(b) If an office of the Department of 
State belie’es that a record which has 
been requeixd under this part should not 
be disclosed It sliall refer the request 
with a copy of the record in question to 
the Deputy Legal Adviser for Manage- 
ment. The Deputy Legal Adviser for 
Manageraeit, In consultation with the
